Information  About  the 
Provincial  Achievement 
Testing  Program 


In  May  and  June,  your  son  or  daughter  in  Grade  6 will  write 
provincial  achievement  tests  in  math,  science,  social  studies, 
and  language  arts.  Students  in  grades  3 and  9 will  also  write 
achievement  tests. 

Answers  to  questions  that  parents  often  ask  about 
achievement  tests  are  given  below. 


What  is  the  purpose  of  the 
achievement  tests? 

The  achievement  tests  are  based  on  what  students 
are  expected  to  know  and  be  able  to  do,  and  how 
well  they  are  expected  to  perform.  These 
expectations  are  the  provincial  standards. 

The  achievement  tests  are  developed  to  determine 
whether  students  are  learning  what  they  are 
expected  to  learn,  to  inform  Albertans  about  how 
well  students  are  achieving  provincial  standards, 
and  to  support  teachers  in  planning  instruction 
for  improved  student  learning. 

Who  writes  the  tests? 

All  Alberta  students  in  grades  3,  6,  and  9 are 
expected  to  write  the  provincial  tests  for  their 
grade  levels.  Grade  3 students  write  tests  in 
mathematics  and  language  arts.  Grades  6 and  9 
students  write  tests  in  language  arts,  mathematics, 
science,  and  social  studies. 

Students  in  French  Programs  write  English  and 
French  Language  Arts  tests  and  the  French  forms 
of  the  other  tests.  A small  number  of  students  in 
special  circumstances,  who  would  be  unable  to 
respond  to  the  tests  or  who  would  be  harmed  by 
the  testing,  may  be  excused  by  a superintendent. 
Test  provisions,  that  are  consistent  with  the 
student’s  IPP  (Individual  Program  Plan),  are  made 
for  students  with  physical  disabilities  and  learning 
disabilities  who  need  assistance  to  write  the  tests. 


How  are  achievement  test  results 
used? 

Each  school  and  jurisdiction  receives  a detailed 
report  on  its  students’  results.  School  staff,  in 
consultation  with  their  school  council,  look  at  the 
school  report  to  see  where  their  students  did  well 
and  where  learning  could  be  improved.  The 
principal,  teachers,  parents,  and  the  community 
look  at  these  results  in  relation  to  past  results, 
along  with  school  and  district  assessments  and 
other  information  about  students  and  programs. 
They  use  this  information  to  improve  learning 
opportunities  for  their  students. 

Similarly,  the  school  board  and  the  superintendent 
look  at  the  district  report  to  see  how  district-wide 
programs  can  be  improved  for  students.  Alberta 
Learning  looks  at  the  provincial  results  to  see  if 
changes  are  needed  in  provincial  programs  or 
policies. 

In  this  way,  everyone  works  together  to  help  all 
students  maximize  learning  opportunities. 

Do  the  provincial  achievement 
tests  test  everything? 

No  single  test  can  assess  everything.  Laboratory 
skills,  creative  thinking,  oral  language  expression, 
and  many  other  learnings  are  best  evaluated  by 
the  classroom  teacher.  The  clearest  picture  of 
students’  growth  and  development  is  gained 
when  a wide  variety  of  assessment  information  is 
considered. 


How  are  achievement  tests  developed? 

Alberta  Learning  and  classroom  teachers,  in  cooperation 
with  school  districts,  work  together  to  develop  the 
provincial  achievement  tests.  All  questions  are  field 
tested  with  grade  3,  6,  or  9 students  before  being  used  on 
provincial  tests.  Questions  that  appear  on  achievement 
tests  must  be  clear  to  students. 


The  teacher  may  use  a student’s  mark  from  a whole  test  or 
part  of  the  test  along  with  other  assessment  information.  If 
the  teacher  uses  the  mark  from  an  entire  test,  the  results  will 
reflect  the  provincial  standard  best. 

How  can  I get  the  achievement  test 
results? 


When  are  the  tests  written? 

The  written  part  of  the  language  arts  test  and  Part  A of  the 
grades  3 and  6 mathematics  tests  are  scheduled  in  late  May. 
The  rest  of  the  tests  are  written  in  the  last  half  of  June. 


How  long  do  these  tests  take  to  write? 

The  Grade  3 language  arts  test  has  two  parts:  Part  A:  Writing 
takes  one  hour  and  Part  B:  Reading  takes  70  minutes.  The 
mathematics  test  is  made  up  of  two  parts  Part  A:  Timed 
Number  Facts , which  takes  six  minutes  and  Part  B:  Multiple 
Choice,  which  takes  60  minutes. 

In  grades  6 and  9,  the  written  section  of  the  language  arts 
test  takes  two  hours  and  the  reading  section  takes  one  and 
one-half  hours.  The  Grade  6 Mathematics  Test  has  two 
parts:  Part  A:  Operations  and  Number  Sense  takes  30 
minutes,  and  Part  B:  Multiple  Choice  takes  60  minutes. 
Multiple-choice  tests  in  social  studies  and  science  take 
about  one  and  one-half  hours  each. 


Alberta  Learning  prepares  a chart,  or  profile,  showing  each 
student’s  performance  in  relation  to  provincial  standards  on 
each  test.  Two  copies  of  the  profile  are  sent  to  the  school 
where  the  student  wrote  the  achievement  test.  One  copy  is 
for  the  student’s  record,  and  the  other  is  for  sharing  with 
parents. 

Each  school  and  jurisdiction  receives  detailed  reports  on  its 
students’  results  for  all  subjects  tested.  These  reports  also 
include  the  provincial  results. 

What  can  I do  to  help  my  child? 

Frequent  reading,  both  in  and  out  of  school,  is  critical  to 
children’s  success  in  all  subject  areas.  When  children  read 
broadly  and  often,  they  develop  a foundation  that  is 
necessary  for  future  learning.  This  occurs  because  they 
experience  new  vocabulary  and  sentence  structures,  search 
out  answers  to  questions,  solve  problems,  and  gain 
information;  and  they  develop  valuable  thinking  skills  as 
they  work  to  get  meaning  from  their  reading.  All  of  these 
factors  are  essential  for  success  in  school. 


Suitable  breaks  are  provided  for  students.  Also,  tests  are 
scheduled  over  several  days  so  that  only  one  test  is  written 
in  a day. 


How  are  the  tests  marked? 

Teachers  are  provided  with  scoring  guides  and  examples  of 
student  work  that  illustrate  the  standards.  This  enables 
teachers  to  mark  their  students’  tests  and  use  the  results  as 
part  of  students’  final  grades. 

Provincial  marking  is  done  centrally.  Multiple-choice 
questions  are  machine-scored.  Selected  teachers  meet  in 
July  to  mark  the  written  part  of  the  language  arts  tests. 
Alberta  Learning  staff  provide  training  to  these  teachers  and 
carry  out  regular  reliability  checks  during  central  marking. 


Do  the  achievement  tests  affect  report  card 
marks? 

The  teacher  is  in  charge  of  classroom  assessment.  Each 
teacher  decides  whether  to  mark  the  tests  and  use  the  results 
in  arriving  at  final  grades  for  the  students. 


It  is  important  to  remember  that  much  learning  happens 
quite  naturally  within  the  home  environment.  In  addition  to 
reading,  many  activities  help  children  develop  knowledge 
and  skills.  Families  talk  about  things,  go  places  and  do 
things  together,  play  games,  make  plans,  and  deal  with  home 
situations.  Listening  to  your  child,  showing  enthusiasm 
about  your  child’s  learning,  and  providing  encouragement 
go  a long  way  to  building  self-confidence 

It  is  most  important  to  be  in  touch  with  your  child’s  teacher. 
By  talking  with  the  teacher,  you  can  gain  an  understanding 
of  what  is  expected  of  your  child.  You  can  also  get  more 
specific  tips  about  ways  to  support  your  child’s  learning.

The  questions  give  you  a first-hand  look  at  what  provincial  achievement 
tests  are  all  about.  We  have  reduced  the  actual  print  size  and  changed  the  format  to  fit  the  limited  space 
available  in  the  Parent  Guide.  The  answers  to  the  questions  are  on  page  10.

Grade  6 Language  Arts 
Description  of  Part  A:  Writing 

The  written  part  of  the  test  has  two  assignments  and  is 
designed  to  be  completed  in  two  hours.  One  consists  of  a 
picture  prompt  that  students  respond  to  in  the  form  of  a 
story.  The  second  assignment  is  a piece  of  functional 
writing.  Students  write  for  a specific  audience,  to  fulfill  a 
specified  purpose  within  a given  context,  such  as  a letter, 
article,  or  report. 

Students’  writing  is  evaluated  on  what  they  say  and  how 
well  they  say  it.  The  scoring  categories  for  the  story  are 
content,  organization,  sentence  structure,  vocabulary,  and 
conventions  (spelling,  grammar,  and  punctuation).  Content 
and  organization  are  weighted  to  be  worth  twice  as  much  as 
each  of  the  other  categories.  The  scoring  categories  for  the 
functional  writing  are  content  and  content  management 
(conventions  and  format),  which  are  weighted  equally.

CRUNCH— The  Pretzel  Story 

Long,  long  ago  when  knights  lived  in  castles,  girls 
and  boys  were  eating  pretzels.  We  know  how  long 
pretzels  have  been  around  by  seeing  drawings  of  them  on 
a sixth-century  manuscript  in  the  Vatican  library  in 
5 Rome 

Most  people  believe  a folktale  that  says  the  first 
pretzels  were  made  in  a monastery  high  in  the  Alps  of 
southern  France.  One  day,  a monk  working  in  the  kitchen 
rolled  some  leftover  bread  dough  into  a long  “worm,” 

10  twisted  it,  and  pressed  the  ends  to  the  top  of  each  loop. 

In  those  days  people  prayed  by  folding  their  arms 
across  their  chests,  and  so,  to  this  religious  man,  the 
twisted  loops  looked  like  arms  folded  in  prayer.  After 
baking  the  twists  of  dough,  he  gave  them  as  rewards  to 
1 5 children  who  learned  their  prayers. 

The  treats  were  first  called  bmcchiola,  a Latin  word 
meaning  “little  arms,”  or pretiola,  a Latin  word  meaning 
“little  reward.”  By  either  name,  they  were  a hit. 

The  monk’s  idea  spread  from  village  to  village.  As 
20  the  treat  traveled  across  the  Alps  into  Germany,  Austria, 
and  Switzerland,  the  name  changed.  People  called  them 


brezels,  bretzels,  or  pretzels , and  over  the  next  several 
hundred  years,  the  familiar  twisted  shape  became  popular, 
especially  at  holidays. 

25  Those  first  pretzels  were  soft,  thick,  and  chewy,  like 
the  ones  you  can  buy  today  from  street  vendors  or  in 
malls.  They  were  simply  made  from  flour,  water,  and 
yeast.  During  Lent,  when  some  people  stayed  away  from 
food  made  with  fat,  milk,  or  eggs,  they  ate  pretzels.  To 
30  celebrate  Easter,  German  children  often  got  heart-shaped 
pretzels  decorated  with  ribbon  streamers.  German  bakers 
made  pretzels  decorated  with  colored  sugar  and  bits  of 
fruit  to  hang  on  Christmas  trees.  On  New  Year’s  day, 
families  broke  giant  pretzels  and  shared  the  pieces  with 
35  friends  as  a symbol  of  good  health  in  the  new  year. . . . 

A stained-glass  window  in  a Swiss  cathedral  shows  a 
bride  and  groom  holding  a large  pretzel.  “Wishing  on  a 
pretzel”  was  popular  at  weddings.  The  bride  and  groom 
each  held  a loop  and  made  a wish.  Then  they  pulled  until 
40  the  pretzel  broke.  Whoever  held  the  knot  would  get  his  or 
her  wish,  the  tradition  says. 

According  to  an  old  story,  the  pretzel  got  its  crunch 
by  accident.  One  night  a baker’s  helper  fell  asleep  while 
tending  the  oven.  The  poor  boy  woke  before  dawn  to  find 
45  the  fire  almost  out.  Afraid  that  the  pretzels  were  not 
baked,  he  threw  in  more  logs  and  fired  up  the  oven  again. 
In  the  morning  the  master  baker  and  his  family  arrived  to 
sample  the  night’s  work.  Horrors!  The  pretzels  were  hard 
and  crispy,  not  soft  and  moist.  The  second  baking  had 
50  dried  them  out.  The  baker  was  furious.  He  thought  he 
was  ruined. 

But  his  family  and  helpers  were  happily  munching 
and  crunching  on  the  dry  pretzels.  Not  only  did  the  new 
kind  taste  good,  but  the  baker  also  realized  they  would 
55  stay  fresh  since  the  moisture  had  been  baked  out.  The 
crunchy  pretzel  was  bom.
